New York, tlie Breeding Bureau of 
the Jockey Club will be an imiwtant exhibitor In at 
li'ast one class, that for the best thoroughbred stal- 
lion. The breeding bureau has made five entrle-, 
namely, M'atorcolor. blk. li. 10. by Watercress— 
Sabrina: Rensselaer, ch. h, 14. by Hayden Edwards 
“~The Belle: Shot Gun. b. h. S. b.y Artillery — 
ITineess Noretti: Advance Gnanl. ch. h, by Great 'i’oin 
— Nellie V'an. and Accountant, hr. h, 5. by Filigranc 
-—Reckon. M atercolor is a rich black of magnificent 
size and carriage, and has already won blue ribiions 
at state fairs, where he has l>een exhibited since 
bccfnning the property of the hree<ling liureau. Shot 
(Jnn is a striking liay liorse that only a few y(*ar.i 
liack carritM the ctilors of W. B. Jennings so .<u< - 
oossfnlly. Rensselaer is the oldest stallion in tli*‘ 
lot. being fourteen .years old. but a fine-looking ani- 
mal of rich chestnut color. Advance Guard is an- 
other chestnut of ruggOKl appearance and has made 
a good record in the stud, .\ccountant. the youngest 
in the lot. is a handsome horse that is well known 
to race-goers of the present tiay. He was not onlv 
the leailing three-year-old of 1906. but in point of 
earnings the best horse of the year, winning the 
sum of $85,570. 

The show ipiality of the stallions that have been 
bx-ateil tliroughout the state is only a small part of 
the benefit that has already been derived by tlic 
farmers by the establishment of the Breeding Bu- 
reau. Already, althougli it lias only been in e.xist- 
enco a short time, the fanners liave had reniarkalile 
results from tlie infusion of tlioroughbred Mood in 
tiieir stiK-k. and it is a benefit that will naturall.v 
grow eacli year. 

An idea of the increased value of young liorses as 
a result of the tlioronghlircd bliKMl is had in an 
extract from a letter recently writen by II. W. 'I'er- 
?-enny, who has Saladin. a bureau horse, at Bridg» - 
port. N. Y’. He reiM>rted that he showed two colts 
)»y Saladin at his fair and one took the blue ribiMm. 
Avhile the other was awarded the red. After the 
sliow ho was offered $2<K( for the Idnc riiibon winner, 
which was only a five-iuontlis old colt. Saladin h.i- 
served fifty marcs this season for the farmers in 
his district.

Mr. Macken 
S1HH1 liecame identified witli liorse racing, and was 
a member of the Australian .Imkey ('lul>. Tatter- 
sal I’s ('lull and the New South Wales Breeders’. 
Ow!M*rs’ and Trainers’ Association, lieing vice-presi- 
dent of the last-n;imed IkmI.v, Ho owned a niimlier 
of race horses. Including Australian Colors. Tartan, 
liiiclana. Clonsilla. Ban Ceontliu. Achillean and 
Figiitaway. Anstraiian (Udors carried Mr. Macken’s 
popular livery to victory in Australia and England, 
but undoulitedly tlie liest liorse he owned was ’Far- 
tan. which credited his owner with the Australian 
Cup of 19 (k;. the C. B. Fisher Elate. Loch Plato. 
Champion Stakes, Cumberland Stakes and the A. J. 
C. Plate. Mr. Mackon’s career on the turf was that 
of a clean, honorable sportsman.
